By this we mean that after 
a “means test" the city grants us an 
allowance of $40 a month. After we have 
paid rent and insurance its leaves us 
about 50c a day to EXIST ON. ¥ 

We-.have been, and still are, petitioning 
Minister of Pensions Gregg to render us 
government recognition in the form of 
an adequate pension. However, as you 
know, the machinery in Ottawa works 
very slowly, and by the time we receive 
it, if ever, most of us wil] have passed 
an.
